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MORE PLAZAS. 


As one by one the fine orchard 
tracts along the lines of our principal 
streets are being put upon the market, 
with a view to their subdiv‘sion and 
sale for building purposes, would 
it not be a wise idea for the city to 
make an occasiotal purchase of one 
for the purpose of converting it into a 
plaza or public park? The Times has 
before spoken of the desirability of 
Los Angeles multiplying her plazas as 
the city grows and spreads itself over 
new territory. Not only is this multi- 
plication of our public parks desirable 
from the standpoint of beauty and at- 
tractiveness, but from that of health- 
fulness. These open spaces, which 
nature floods with untaint- 
ed air, are just such’ ven 
tilators as every city needs. They are 
the lungs through which the city 
breathes, the starting point of circula- 
tion fora pure and untainted atmos- 
phere, that carries vitality and fresh- 
ness to the air of crowded streets and 
thoroughfares. The city should have 
them planted at such intervals that a 
few minutes’ walk in any direction 
from any part of town shall make one 
accessible. We may multiply our 
public buildings and build grand bus- 
iness houses and imposing residences, 
but all of these will not be as attrac- 
tive as well-kept public parks. In 
multiplying these a little more atten- 
tion might be given to details. It 
would be well not to _ have 
them all after the same pattern. But 
in them all let there be an abundance 
of shade, and where water is plenty, 
fountains and green grass. Of some 
of them we might make botanical gar- 
dens, where we could experiment in 
new varieties of trees and plants. 
There is scarcely a production of any 
zone that will not do well in our soil 
and sunshine. 

In the way of art Los Angeles has 
not done a great deal as yet. 
these parks she might make a begin- 
ning. We might afford a few statues, 
or put some classic story in bronze or 
marble for our children tostudy. Los 
Angeles can afford a few of these art 
treasures and she ought to have them. 
They would be of interest to every one, 
but they would be particularly sugges- 
tive tothe children. Many achild has 
learned its first lesson in mythology, 
and had its desire fora knowledge of 
ancient lore kindled in the statue- 
crowned parks of the great city. We 
can make these parks their educators 
—places, too, of rest and beauty, puri- 
fiers of the city’s atmosphere, and gar- 
den spots where all shall delight to 
resort. Let us multiply them. 


Do the mothers of this country re- 
alize the solemn weight of responsibil- 
ity that rests upon them in the moral 
training of their daughters? Every 
day the importance of such training is 
emphasized in the records contained in 
our daily journals of young girls who 
are led astray by the wiles of the 
young men with whom they have been 
allowed to associate, and these in- 
stances should come home with force 
to the breasts of parents, and arouse 
them to a serious consideration of 
their obligations. Aboye all things 
should parents seek to have and to 
hold the confidence of their chil- 
dren, and particularly should the 
mother seek to cultivate’ that 
intimate, affectionate confiding re- 
lationship of trust that will admit of 
no withholding of confidence, that will 
make her the sharer of her daughter’s 
secrets, and her guide and counsellor, 
to lead and trainher alight. A young 
lady’s friends should not be strangers 
to her parents. Their habits, associa- 
tions and modes of life should be 
strictly inquired into and uuderstood. 
Money is no guarantee of respectabil- 
ity; social prominence in fashionable 
circles is no proof of morality. Gilded 
vice is not less dangerous than vulgar 
debauchery, yet it wins its way into 
circles where the latter would not 
be tolerated. Parents who have 
daughters should adopt the rule to 
take no young man on trust into the 
home circle. Position,wealth, respecta- 
bility of friends should not lead parent 
to accept without question the young 
man who presents himself for social 
favor, and every young girl should be 
taught to look with distrust upon the 
young man who is “sowing his wild 


oats.” Such sowing is apt to bring 


forth a harvest that answers to the 
seed sown.

Fixina Rates of License Tax 
for Los Angeles. County, 
Adonted June 4th, 1883, in 
Requiar Session by the 
Board of Supervisors of 
said County. 


On motion of Supervisor Girevux the fol- 
lowing ordinance is hereby adopted by the 
following vote, viz: Qupervisors Osborn, 
Waldron, Levy, Moesser, Reichard and Gi- 
roux in the affirmative, and Prager in the 
negative: 

he Board of Supervisors ofthe county of 


as follows: 

Section 1. The following license tax is 
hereby impaged for purposes of regulation 
and revenue upon the several corporations, 
persons, occupations and business pursuits 
within — County of Los Angeles hereinaf- 
ter recite 

Sec. 2. Every person who keeps a stallion 
and who permits the same to be used for 
the purpose of propagation for hire at a rate 
of not less than fif y (50) dollars per service 
shall pay as such license tax the sum of $30 
per season, 

And every person keeping a stallion, 
and who permits the same to be used for 
propagation for hire ata charge of less 
than $50 per service, shall pay as such li- 
cense tax the sum of $20 per season, 

And every person keeping a stallion 
and who permits the same to be used 
for propagation for hire at a charge of 
less than $50 per service shall pay as 
such license tax the sum of '}20 per sea- 
son. 

And every person who keeps a jack and 
who permits the same to be ased for the 
purpose of propagation for hire at a charge 
of not less than $20 per service shall pay 
as such license tax thesum of $20 per sea- 
son, and every persovw keeping a jack and 
who permits the same to usea for the 
purpose of propagation for hire at a charge 
of less than $20 per service shall pay as 
such license tax the sum of $10 per sea- 
son. 

And every person who keeps a bull 
and who permits the same to be used for 
the purpose of for hire shall 
pay for each bull, so used,as such li- 
cense tax the sum of $5 per season, 

Sec. 3. Every person, association or 
corporation carryiug on or exhibiting — 
caravan,ciicus or menagerie or any col- 
lection of animals or any acrobatic per- 
formance, for hire shall pay therefor as 
such license tax fur each and every day 
wWhereon the same shall be carried on or 
exhibited thesum of $10. 

And every person, association or cor- 
poration carrying on, or conducting or 
exhibiting any side show in connection 
with said caravan, menagerie, circus or 
collection of animals, where an mis- 
sion fee, other than the admission fee to 
the principal performance is charged, 
shall pay as such license tax,in addition 
tothe tax hereinbefore imposed on the 
exhibition, for each and every 

ay during which said side-show shall be 
so carried on, conducted or exhibited, the 
sum of $5. 

Sec.4. Every person, association or 
corporation exhibiting, conducting, car- 
rying on or showing for compensation 
any figures, jugglers, necromancers, ma- 
gicians, prestidigitateurs, wire or rope 
dancers, sleight-of-hand performance, 
magic lantern » musical, dramatic, 
or theatrical exhibitions o» entertain- 
ments, shall pay as such license tax for 
each and every day whereon such exhibi- 
tions, entertainments or shows shall be 
so exhibited, conducted, displayed or 
earried on, the sum of $5, 

Sec.5. Every person, association or 
corporation except such as are engaged
